| She having been very ill and ſpeechleſs 


 forſomedayes, her Father had defired Mr. 


John Simpſon, and Mr. Palmer, late of Glo-- 
ceſterſhire , and Mr. Feſſey, to come to his 
Houſe, and pray for his fick and much pained 
Daughter. 

On Friday Novemb. 8, 1661. theſe met 
then, and ſought the Lord earneiily on her 
behalf , her Father having firit declared to 
tzem his Danghters afflicted Condition 
and the more to affect them therewith , he 
there read to them , what he had formerly 
written of her gracious Expreſſions, ( thoſe 
before recited.) from Q&#ob, 4. 1661. there 
being preſent alſo Mr. Greenſmith and his 
Wife; alſo that grave Matron Mris. Ad- 
k:ns, a Miniſters Widow ; with divers other 
Chriſtian Friends. 

That relation the more affeting their 
hearts to pray for her; After theſe and 
another Miniſter had prayed for her, and 
were gone , 1n hopes tne Lord would ſome 
way return a gracious Anſwer, though they 
could fee nothing at their departure: It 
pleaſed the Lord, the Evening follow- 
ing to open her Mouth, that had been 


ſpeechleſs for many dayes then ſhe ſpake
